The feasibility and facilities, de- 
sired l^ijyjMW McGill Union have 
been ^otn^i^lh a report by the 
New Union Bouse Committee. This 
report will be ' submitted for ap- 
proval to the Students' Executive 
Council at its meeting on Wednes- 
day night. , \ 

r-jOtejeport calls for a new Union 
wt^elîjÇ^lli- not ; only enlarge the 
faciiitles'^ already In lise In the 
Union but will also offer additional 
facilities 

The report recommends that a 
joint committee with à faculty and 
the graduates be set up to plan a 
new union with particular regard 
to funds and site, and that the 
Engineering Faculty be approached 
lo give an cstim.nte on the length 
of life of the present union. 



It also rçcpmmends that several 
architects be urged to plan - their 
final project around various sites 
on the campus -and that the possi- 
bility of a loan supported by yearly 
contributions from the students 
over a period of several years be 
investigated 

The Need 

The present Union was origin- 
ally built for a student population 
of 1,200 In 1005. McGill now has 
over 6,000 students. Through the 
lack of available space, students 
have had to be turned away from 
many events that have occurred 
both In the Union and outside. 

In addition to this the age of the 
Union has made for a great increase 
In the costs of upkeep In the pre- 
sent building. 



Feasibility 

It has been Intimiatcd,- the re- 
port states, that a new Union holds 
a high place on thé University's 
building prioritj; list. ' 

The report Indicates several wuys 
to finançâà^ÉËËâect. Other col- 
leges hiwi^wSJrafnew 'Unions 
by f loaiinjg à loan and paying it off 
through stii'de'nt' coptrlbutlon over 
a period of years. There is also a 
distinct possibility of at least some 
alumni support. 

'Facilities 

In addition to all facilities at pre- 
sent available' being enlarged the 
report outlines a number /of [other 
facilities to be included In tlic plan- 
ning of a New Union. 

These include a larger Ciifclcria, 



an Auditorium', a Ballroom which 
could be .divided into a smaller 
side by a removable partition, a 
Women's Lounge, a Reading and 
Study Room, a Recreation Room In- 
cluding ping-pong and a Bowling 
Alley. 

. The report also calls for addi- 
tional meeting rooms of varying 
sizes, a kitchenette for use by the 
clubs themselves, locker rooms and 
office for the Women's Union and 
n .sound-proof room for use by the 
n.ndio Woritshop. 

Additional possibilities to be in- 
cluded In a new Union are dormi- 
tories for foreign students, a small 
Bpartment-llke residence for mar- 
ried students, a record library com- 
bined with music room and a hobby 
shop. . 



The topic of Dean Clarke's ad- 
dress will be "Music In the Social 
Scene in the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies.

He has' been the 
guest pianist with a programme of 
chamber' music which was broad- 
casted on a Dominion-wide net-
